Nor is there any room (o 
ſay, that this viſit of Thaddeus at Edeſfa was after St. Peter's going 
to the houſe of Cornelius; or after the Council of Jeruſalem. For

9. The obſervations, which have been already made, are ſuffi- 
cient to ſhew, that the Letter of Abgarus to Jeſus Chriſt, and our 
Lord's Reſcript, cannot be reckoned genuine, The whole hiſtorie 
is the fiction of ſome Chriſtian, at Edeſſa, in the time of Euſebius, 
or not long before. The people of Edeſſæ were then, generally, 
Chriſtians, and they valued themſelves upon it. And they were wil- 
ling to do themſelves the honour of a very early converſion to the 
Chriſtian Faith.
